Sir: 

In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  trustees  of 
the  Boston  City  Hospital  present  the  following  report 
of  its  condition  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1947. 

This  is  the  eighty-fourth  annual  report  of  the  Hos- 
pital Department,  which  consists  of  the  Main  Hospital, 
the  South  Department  for  contagious  diseases,  the 
Sanatorium  Division,  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station. 
The  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station  has  been  in  the 
custody  of  the  Public  Works  Department  since  May, 
1938*  The  West  Department  was  transferred  to  the 
Public  Works  Department,  February,  1939. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  was  organized  May  5,  1947, 
by  election  of  Dr.  Martin  J.  English  as  President,  and 
Dr.  Thomas  J.  Giblin  as  Secretary. 
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Dr.  Martin  J.  English  was  appointed  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  for  the  term  ending  April  30,  1952. 

Expenditures. 

The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital,  excepting  the  Sanatorium  Division,  during  the 
fiscal  year  were  $6,029,856.52.  Of  the  total  operating 
expenses,  $4,959,933.95  was  expended  on  the  hospital 
proper  and  its  subdivisions;  $389,853.35  on  account  of 
the  Out-Patient  Department;  $418,863.94  on  account 
of  the  South  Department,  and  $62,006.72  on  account 
of  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station. 

Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Pathological  Laboratory, 
$105,195.08,  $95,727.52  is  included  in  the  hospital  prop3r 
expenditures,  $7,363.66  in  the  Out-Patient  Department 
and  $2,103.90  in  the  South  Department  expenditures. 
The  entire  amount  spent  on  the  Thorndike  Memorial 
Laboratory,  $110,070.03,  is  included  in  the  hospital 
proper  expenditures.  Of  the  $202,268.59  total  amount 
spent  on  the  X-Ray  and  Photographic  Department, 
$109,225.04  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and 
$93,043.55  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
total  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Physical 
Therapeutics,  $25,527.04,  $3,573.79  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper,  $21,697.98  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment and  $255.27  to  the  South  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Immunology, 
$7,285.78,  $72.86  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper, 
$7,067.20  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  $145.72 
to  the  South  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the 
Clinical  Laboratory,  $96,797.13,  $82,277.56  is  charged 
to  the  hospital  proper  and  $14,519.57  to  the  Out- 
Patient  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the 
Department  of  Surgical  Research,  $14,794.04,  $7,397.02 
is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and  $7,397.02  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the 
Department  of  Dentistry,  Oral  Surgery,  $10,588.98, 
$1,588.35  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and  $9,000.63 
to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent 
on  the  Department  of  Social  Work,  $86,983.81, 
$55,669.64  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper,  $30,444.33 
to  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  $869.84  to  the 
South  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  in  ascertain- 
ing the  settlement  of  patients,  $7,335.36,  $7,115.30  was 
spent  on  the  hospital  proper  and  $220.06  on  the  South 
Department. 
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In  Table  No.  2  the  expenditures  of  the  hospital  proper 
and  the  South  Department  are  combined  under  the 
title  "Main  Hospital." 

Paying  Patients. 
During  the  past  year  there  has  been  collected  for 
the  care  and  treatment  of  patients  of  all  classes,  except- 
ing  those    at    the    Sanatorium    Division,    the    sum    of 
$1,030,734.68.

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Contracts. 


The  contract  of  N.  L.  C.  Engineering  and  Equipment 
Company  in  the  sum  of  $1,760.78  for  reconditioning 
No.  2  Ames  Una-flow  engine  in  power  plant,  awarded 
in  1946,  was  completed  and  accepted  and  $1,095.97  has 
been  paid  on  account  to  contractor. 

The  contract  of  J.  A.  Singarella  Company  for  addi- 
tional X-ray  facilities,  Thorndike  Building,  has  not  as 
yet  been  completed.  The  sum  of  $106,411.50  has  been 
paid  on  account  to  contractor.  (Special  Appropriation, 
Construction  of  Buildings,  Acquisition  of  Land,  etc.) 

James  H.  Ritchie  &  Associates  have  been  paid 
$11,299.40  on  account  for  architectural  and  engineering 
services  in  connection  with  the  above  contract. 

On  the  Builders  Iron  Works  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$7,700,  dated  June,  1946,  for  repairs  to  screens  and 
grilles,  Surgical  Building,  work  has  been  completed  and 
accepted  and  final  payment  made. 

In  October,  1946,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $5,200  was 
awarded  to  Massachusetts  Electric  Construction  Com- 
pany for  furnishing  and  installing  new  electric  feeder 
from  switchboard,  Dowling  Building,  to  South  Depart- 
ment. Work  has  been  completed  and  accepted  and 
final  payment  made. 

In  November,  1946,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $1,308 
was  awarded  to  Asa  G.  Deming  and  Milton  C.  Ford, 
Ltd.,  for  furnishing  and  installing  a  Globe  oil  hydraulic 
auto  lift,  ambulance  garage.  Work  has  been  completed 
and  accepted  and  final  payment  made. 

In  December,  1946,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $1,083 
was  awarded  to  Patrick  J.  Sullivan  for  painting  and 
plastering  ninth  floor,  Medical  Building,  work  completed 
and  accepted  and  final  payment  made  to  contractor. 

In  January,  1947,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $2,365  was 
awarded  to  Joseph  G.  Gazzola  for  painting  Wards  O 
and  D,  work  completed  and  accepted  and  final  payment 
made  to  contractor. 

In  January,  1947,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $9,845  was 
awarded  to  John  T.  Bradley  for  painting  and  miscel- 
laneous repairs  to  Drown  House.  This  contract  has 
been  completed  and  accepted  and  final  payment  made 
to  the  contractor. 

In  March,  1947,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $8,334  was 
awarded  to  Patrick  J.  Sullivan  for  painting,  plastering 
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and  miscellaneous  repairs,  Vose  House  C.  This  con- 
tract has  been  completed  and  accepted  and  final  payment 
made  to  the  contractor. 

In  April,  1947,  a  contract  was  awarded  to  Joseph  G. 
Gazzola  in  the  sum  of  $16,910  for  painting  and  mis- 
cellaneous repairs,  Vose  House  A.  This  contract  has 
been  completed  and  accepted  and  final  payment  made 
to  the  contractor. 

In  May,  1947,  a  contract  was  awarded  to  J.  W. 
Praught  Company  in  the  sum  of  $3,420  for  furnishing 
and  installing  a  new  feed  pump  in  boiler  house.  This 
work  has  not  been  completed.  The  contractor  has 
been  paid  on  account  $2,700. 

In  June,  1947,  a  contract  was  awarded  to  Boston 
Screen  and  Sash  Company  in  the  sum  of  $8,537  for 
metal  window  and  balcony  screens.  This  contract  has 
been  completed  and  accepted  and  final  payment  made 
to  the  contractor. 

In  July,  1947,  a  contract  was  awarded  to  Nicholas 
Bello  in  the  sum  of  $983  for  painting  operating  rooms, 
sixth  and  seventh  floors,  Dowling  Building.  This  con- 
tract has  been  completed  and  accepted  and  final  payment 
made  to  the  contractor. 

On  the  above  contract,  $98.30  was  paid  to  James  H. 
Ritchie  &  Associates  for  architectural  and  engineering 
services. 

In  July,  1947,  a  contract  was  awarded  to  Rossano 
Construction  Company  in  the  sum  of  $1,050  for  calking 
of  windows,  Dowling  Building.  This  contract  has  been 
completed  and  accepted  and  final  payment  made  to  the 
contractor. 

On  the  above  contract,  $105  was  paid  to  James  H. 
Ritchie  &  Associates  for  architectural  and  engineering 
services. 

In  August,  1947,  a  contract  was  awarded  to  Viking 
Sprinkler  Company,  Inc.,  in  the  sum  of  $4,000  for  flush- 
ing out  sprinkler  system.  This  contract  has  been  com- 
pleted and  accepted  and  $3,600  has  been  paid  on  account 
to  the  contractor. 

In  August,  1947,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $86,935  was 
awarded  to  Peabody  Construction  Company  for  altera- 
tions to  South  Department  kitchen.  This  contract  has 
not  been  completed.  The  contractor  has  been  paid  on 
account  $26,528.08. 
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For  architectural  and  engineering  services  rendered 
in  connection  with  the  above  contract,  Gray  & 
McDonald  have  been  paid  on  account  $6,520.12,  and 
Modern  Blue  Print  Company  $91.79  for  blueprinting. 

In  November,  1947,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $1,978 
was  awarded  to  Stearns,  Perry  &  Smith  Company  for 
reconditioning  sprinkler  supervisory  system.  This  work 
has  not  been  completed  and  no  payments  have  been 
made  to  the  contractor. 

In  October,  1947,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $83,679 
was  awarded  to  John  T.  Bradley  for  painting  various 
buildings.  This  work  has  not  been  completed  and  no 
payments  have  been  made  to  the  contractor. 

In  November,  1947,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $31,500 
was  awarded  to  M.  Solimando  for  asphalt  tile,  various 
buildings.  This  contract  has  not  been  completed  and 
no  payments  have  been  made  to  the  contractor. 

John  M.  Gray  is  to  receive  $5,758.95  for  architectural 
and  engineering  services  in  connection  with  the  above 
contracts.  No  payments  have  been  made  to  the 
contractor. 

In  December,  1947,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $42,009 
was  awarded  to  Rossano  Construction  Company  for 
installation  of  sterilizing  equipment.  This  contract  has 
not  been  completed  and  no  payments  have  been  made. 

For  architectural  and  engineering  services  rendered 
in  connection  with  the  above  contract,  John  M.  Gray 
is  to  receive  $4,200.90.  No  payments  have  been  made 
to  contractor. 

The  contract  with  James  H.  Ritchie  &  Associates 
drawn  up  in  1946  for  architectural  services  in  connection 
with  operating  suite,  Dowling  Building,  at  a  cost  not  to 
exceed  $7,500,  has  not  been  completed  and  no  payments 
were  made  in  1947  to  the  architect. 

A  contract  in  the  sum  of  $11,688  per  year  was  awarded 
to  Consolidated  Elevator  Company,  Inc.,  for  servicing 
elevators  in  main  hospital  for  the  year  1947.  Payments 
have  been  made  to  contractor  monthly. 

Federal  Grant,  Cadet  Nursing  Program. 

Money  from  the  above  grant  is  being  used  to  finance 
the  following  contracts  for  work  being  done  in  connection 
with  the  Nurses'  Library  and  Dietetic  Laboratory. 
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In  November,  1946,  a  contract  was  awarded  to 
Peabody  Construction  Company  in  the  sum  of  $3,075 
for  alterations  to  Nurses'  Library  and  Dietetic  Labora- 
tory. This  contract  has  been  completed  and  accepted 
and  final  payment  made  to  the  contractor. 

In  November,  1946,  a  contract  was  awarded  to  Calley, 
Henderson  &  Stewart  in  the  sum  of  $5,707.50  for 
equipment  for  Nurses'  Library.  This  contract  has 
been  completed  and  accepted  and  final  payment  made 
to  the  contractor. 

In  November,  1946,  a  contract  was  awarded  to  Art 
Metal  Construction  Company  in  the  sum  of  $2,313  for 
book  shelving  for  Nurses'  Library.  This  contract  has 
been  completed  and  accepted  and  final  payment  made 
to  the  contractor. 

On  the  above  contracts,  James  H.  Ritchie  &  Associates 
received  a  final  payment  of  $299.14,  for  architectural 
and  engineering  services. 

Federal  Grant,  New  Nurses'  Home. 

For  architectural  and  engineering  services  in  connec- 
tion with  the  new  Nurses'  Home,  James  H.  Ritchie  & 
Associates  have  been  paid  on  account  $23,000.  This 
contract  has  not  been  completed.  Bids  for  actual 
construction  not  as  yet  advertised. 

Federal  Grant,  New  Surgical  Unit. 

For  architectural  and  engineering  services  in  connec- 
tion with  the  new  Surgical  Unit,  James  H.  Ritchie  & 
Associates  are  to  receive  $180,000.  This  contract  has 
not  been  completed  and  no  payments  made  to  the 
contractor.  Bids  for  actual  construction  not  as  yet 
advertised. 


A.  Shuman  Memorial  Fund  for  Care  of  Men 
Patients  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 

To  the  $100,000  bequeathed  by  the  late  Abraham 
Shuman,  $58,510.16  has  been  added  to  January  1,  1948, 
making  the  total  amount  available  on  that  date 
$158,510.16.  During  the  year  1947  there  was  expended 
from  this  fund  the  sum  of  $2,606.24  for  care  of  con- 
valescent male  patients  at  various  nursing  homes.

The  $1,000,000  bequest  of  the  late  Charles  H.  Tyler 
is  being  received  in  bonds  and  cash.  Up  to  January  1, 
1948,  $1,380,926.51  has  been  delivered  to  the  City 
Treasurer.
